Officials claim harmony tops on agenda

Cries for harmony in city po¬ 
litical circles and a strong hint 
another effort will be made to 
increase political terms from 
two years to four years were 
heard last Friday, as Mayor 
William Oakley and other elec¬ 
ted city officials spoke out at 
the ceremonial inaugural in 
the City Council Chambers. 

The delayed inaugural pro¬ 
gram was headed by Wayne 
County Commissioner Bruce 
Patterson, who initially 
brought some chuckles to the 
chambers by stating “I am 
here from (Wayne) County gov¬ 
ernment. I am here to help 
you. Trust me!” 

The chuckles stemmed from 
the fact that many feel that 
Wayne County government is 
not their best ally in the politi¬ 
cal field. But to date Patterson 
has gotten fairly strong sup¬ 
port in Romulus circles. 

“From the position of school 
board member to the Presi¬ 
dent, serving as a representa- 
'tive of the people is 
• important,” Patterson said. 

“We have just gone through 
an election process for many 
communities,” Patterson con¬ 
tinued. “And again we have 
- seen that the system works,

there were no riots in the 
streets and no coup de’tat. 
There was a peaceful transi¬ 
tion from one administration 
to another, even though it was 
a close election in Romulus.” 

“Good government comes at 
a price and that price is com¬ 
mitment, dedication and in¬ 
volvement of the people,” 
Patterson continued. “Each of 
these persons who you have 
elected to serve you will be 
faced with challenges over the 
next two years. Theirs is a con¬ 
siderable responsibility, re- 
quiring tremendous 
commitment. 

“It will take a toll on their 
personal lives,” he said, “and 
it won’t be all glamorous. So be 
patient as well as demanding. 
Be understanding as well as 
interested. Be involved and 
don’t expect them to have all 
the right answers every time. 
Help them out, please.” 


Patterson then introduced 
Chief 34th District Court Judge 
Tina Brooks Green, who cere¬ 
monially swore in all elected 
city officials. 

Oakley praised Patterson’s 
comments, particularly the fi¬ 
nal statements the commis¬ 
sioner offered, and said they 
should be read over again 
from time to time. 

Oakley admitted that the 
Romulus community has prob¬ 
lems, but stressed it has many 
more opportunities. 

Mayor pro tern Randolph 
Gear, a long time supporter of 
former Mayor Beverly 
McAnally, urged his peers, 
“We’ve been on different sides 
in the past, but we have to set 
aside our personalities and 
work for positive change in 
Romulus.” 

“The election process was 
not an easy one and the next 
two years will be difficult. Be 


patient we’re going to do ev¬ 
erything to get our city on track 
again,” Gear said. 

Councilman William Wad¬ 
sworth urged his fellow coun¬ 
cil members to “bury the 
hatcheL..in the ground.” 

Both he and Councilwornan 
Deborah Romak extended 
high praise for the late Mayor 
pro tern Mary Ann Banks. Wad¬ 
sworth called her a “jewel” 
and Romak called Banks “my 
inspiration.” 

Councilman William Crova 
revealed his goal is “to make 
Romulus a better place to live” 
and Councilman Michael Pry- 
byla was the first political offi¬ 
cial to go on record stating the 
city needs to change the elec¬ 
tion cycle to four years rather 
than the current two years. 

Councilwornan Mary Collins 
stressed there are two impor¬ 
tant sides of the council table, 
one bearing the elected offi¬ 
cials and the other the private 
citizens. She then urged the 
citizens to stay alert and 
involved. 

Veteran Councilman Jim¬ 
mie Raspberry declared, “I’m 
back again. I supported Oakley 
during the campaign and I 
have pledged to support him 
now as mayor. I also plan to 
work closely with the local 
school district and Patterson.” 

Also taking part in the inau¬ 
guration ceremony were Major 
Roger Senn of the Romulus 
Salvation Army Adult Reha¬ 
bilitation, Pastor Brad Lewis 
of the Community United 
Methodist Church and Bishop 
Lovell Wooden Sr. of the Bev¬ 
erly House of God Church. 

The inaugural ceremony 
was followed by a social hour 
in the City Hall Community 
Room. 


Veteran Ypsilanti Police 
Capt. Charles Kirby — that 
city’s second in command — 
will become the new Romulus 
police chief on Feb. 12, Mayor 
William Oakley said Tuesday. 

He will replace current Po¬ 
lice Chief Daryl Poe, a Ro¬ 
mulus resident, and long time 
Romulus police officer. 

Oakley said he would leave 
Poe’s reassignment to Kirby. 

When former Police Chief 
Robert Brown was replaced as 
chief, he was returned to the 
ranks from medical leave as a 
lieutenant. 

A clause in the most recent 
police contract with the city, 
states that except for Poe no 
chief named from the current 
ranks would be allowed to re¬ 
turn to the ranks. Such offi¬ 
cers, who would accept the 
chiefs job, would possibly lose 
their retirement benefits also 
if they were relieved of the 
chiefs job later on. 

Poe reportedly was in Lans¬ 
ing at a Police Chiefs School, 
when his fellow police officers 
learned of the pending change 
in police administration. 

Oakley said it was “unfortu¬ 
nate” that a story in the Yp¬ 
silanti newspaper broke the 
news, prior to his being able to 
confer with Poe on the change. 

The Ypsilanti Police De¬ 
partment apparently is under¬ 
going major changes, as the 
Ypsilanti newspaper stated

both the city’s Police Chief L.J. 
McKeown and Kirby are po¬ 
tentially leaving that city. 

Kirby’s new job is con¬ 
firmed in Romulus and 
McKeown is one of three final¬ 
ists in the job hunt for Jackson 
police chief. 

Oakley said he interviewed 
Kirby three times and admired 
his relaxed personal style. 
Kirby also was recommended 
to Oakley by a retired police 
officer. 

Kirby told Ypsilanti resi¬ 
dents that he was resigning 
last Friday to accept the Ro¬ 
mulus job on Feb. 12. 

The news story sent shock 
waves through the local police 
department. Poe could not be 
reached for comment.

Patterson to retire 
from school board

Veteran Romulus School 
Board member Pat Patterson 
is resisting a request from sup¬ 
porters to seek another term 
and plans to retire after 12 
years of service as a school 
trustee this June. 

Patterson, who has been 
elected to three four-year 
terms, announced upon his 
last victory “this is my last 
term.” He has kept faith with 
that statement, Patterson said, 
and is now encouraging others, 
who have children in the dis 




trict, to seek his board seat. 

Patterson said he plans to 
present a letter to the board 
later this spring summing up 
his thoughts on his career with 
the local schools and what he 
hopes the future may bring for 
the district. 

“I’ve got the pad sitting 
there, but I haven’t finalized 
my thoughts on it yet,” Patter¬ 
son said. 

“Right now I have a son who 
is a teacher and a granddaugh¬ 
ter living in Romulus,” he 
continued.

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Belleville student in 
scholarship competition 


Amy L. Featherings, a se¬ 
nior at Belleville High School, 
participated in the 16th annual 
honor scholarship competition 
at MacMurray College in Jack¬ 
sonville, Ill. last month. 

Altogether, 75 to 100 stu¬ 
dents are taking part in the 
1996-97 scholarship 
competition. 

Featheringill and the other 
students are vying for 22 full- 
and half- tuition scholarships 
worth more than $500,000 dur¬ 
ing their college careers. Sti- 
pends include honor 
scholarships and church-re¬ 
lated vocations scholarships. 
Music scholarships are also 
offered. 

“Selection to participate in 
the scholarship competition is, 
in itself, a high honor for aca- 
demically-talented high school 
seniors,” said Theresa Downs, 
associate director of 
admissions. 

The daughter of Dan and 
Susan Featheringill of Be¬ 
lleville, Amy was among stu¬ 
dents from throughout Illinois, 
Indiana, Michigan, Nebraska 
and Wisconsin who partici¬ 
pated in the two-day January 
session. A second session will 
be held Feb. 9-10. 

The annual competition is 
open to high school seniors 
who rank in the upper one- 


third of their graduating class 
and have a cumulative grade- 
point average of at least 3.0 on 
a 4.0 scale. They must have a 25 
or higher ACT or 1140 or 
higher SAT. 

In addition, students’ poten¬ 
tial for leadership and involve¬ 
ment in college activities is 
examined through interviews 
with panels of MacMurray fac¬ 
ulty, staff members, students 
and community leaders. Stu¬ 
dents must also demonstrate 
their writing skills with an es¬ 
say which is evalutated by col¬ 
lege professors. 

Featheringill also took part 
in a music scholarship compe¬ 
tition. It consisted of an audi¬ 
tion, music sight-reading and 
theory exam and interview. 

She plans to major in deaf 
studies: teacher education in 
college. 

Featheringill is a member 
of the National Honor Society. 
She is also active in school as a 
member of Ambassadors, 
Ecology Club and Video Club, 
and as a stage crew member.

Residents of Western Wayne 
County can obtain an associ¬ 
ate’s degree “right in their own 
neighborhood.” 

Wayne County Community 
College’s (WCCC) Western 
Campus has reopened on Hag¬ 
gerty Road in Van Buren 
Township, allowing residents 
of Western Wayne County to 
again complete an associate 
degree. And, those credits can 
be transferred to any four year 
college or university. 

During the registration pe¬ 
riods, counselors are available 
along with information on fi¬ 
nancial aid and asset testing. 

Although the enrollment is 
not at the level projected be¬ 
forehand, it did increase ap¬ 
proximately three times above 
the level that it was at this time 
last year. 

“A factor contributing to 
this increase, I believe, was 
based on the WCCC’s Board of 
Trustees and President, Dr. 
Curtis Ivery’s commitment to 
keeping the Western Campus 
open,” Campus Dean Dr. 
Hattie Johnson stated. “This 
commitment also includes an 
increased allocation of re¬ 
sources such as the temporary 
assignment of registration 
personnel.” 

A full array of academic and 
Community/Education courses 
(33 in total) are currently being 
offered at this campus. 

Some of the academic 
courses include business, 
computers, criminal justice, 
electronics, Urban Teacher 
Education Program, heating 
ventilation and air condition¬ 
ing, mathematics, English, so¬ 
cial sciences and ceramics.

Dropped charges 
won’t help heal 
rape-victim mom 


Just when you think that the 
Recorder’s Court issue is over, 
it spits out more venom on sub¬ 
urbia and in this case Ro¬ 
mulus. 

The victim in question this 
time was a 39-year-old mother, 
who suffered tremendous sex¬ 
ual indignities in an effort to 
save her 11- year-old daughter, 
during a rape attack in her 
Smith Street home back in 
1989. 

Detective Lt. Kenneth 
Kraus reported a male rapist 
entered the woman’s home 
about 3:30 a.m. on Jan. 14,1989, 
after entering a broken apart¬ 
ment window. 

The mother rose from her 
bed and said she spotted the 
defendant about to enter her 
daughter’s bedroom. 

She talked the man out of 
the girl’s bedroom, police said, 
but then he forced her into her 
room and attacked her repeat¬ 
edly, while the pre- teen slept 
nearby. 

When the mother tried to 
get the attacker to leave, Kraus 
said, the rapist told her “shut 
up or I’ll kill you.” The mother 
hit her attacker with a glass 
candle holder and the blow 
drew blood from his wound. 

The noise awoke her daugh¬ 
ter, Kraus said, and the girl 
called out to see if her mother 
was okay. Fearful of an attack 
on the young girl, the mother 
called out “every thing is OK, 
go back to sleep.” 

After sexually abusing the 
mother again, the assailant re¬ 
portedly left the apartment. 

Kraus said police were not 
able to obtain a positive iden¬ 
tity of the alleged attacker un¬ 
til 1993. Romulus police armed 
with a search warrant traveled 
to a state correctional facility 
and took some body fluids 
from a Donald Ray Nicholson, 
then 39, also of Romulus. 

The DNA tests showed that 
Nicholson was in the victim’s 
room back in 1989 and thus Ro¬ 
mulus Police prepared four 
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criminal sexual conduct 
charges against him, as well as 
a breaking and entering 
charge, Kraus said. 


Nicholson appeared before 
34th District Court Judge Will¬ 
iam Szlinis on Feb. 5, 1993 and 
bail was set at $50,000 (no 10 
percent). At a pre- exam ses¬ 
sion before Szlinis, one of the 
sexual charges was dropped 
but the other three and the 
breaking and entering charge 
were remanded to Recorders 
Court. 

The case was then sent to 
Recorder’s Court Judge John 
M. Shamo, Kraus said, and 
Shamo complained about the 
late DNA tests and criminal 
charges. Law enforcement offi¬ 
cials testified that their inves¬ 
tigation was conducted as 
speedily as possible, since 
they had no idea who the de¬ 
fendant was for several years. 

Multiple sessions were con¬ 
ducted before Shamo, until the 
past Jan. 24, when Shamo 
granted the defense’s motion 
to dismiss based on the “DNA 
work that took too long.” 

Romulus police have 
learned that the Wayne County 
Prosecutor’s office is appeal¬ 
ing the dismissal. 

One sidelight to the case, 
the mother and daughter 
moved out of Romulus the day 
after the attack in 1989. The 
mother told local police re¬ 
cently she feels she is now well 
on the way to rebuilding her 
shattered life. 

But local police and this 
writer feel that the dismissal 
of the charges should defi¬ 
nitely not be part of the heal¬ 
ing process. 


Inkster gunman 
arrested Luzarski

A 21-year-old Inkster man 
was arraigned on four assault 
with intent to murder charges 
last Wednesday following the 
Martin Luther Day shooting in¬ 
cident at a Romulus truck stop. 

Shawn H. Thomas was or¬ 
dered held in lieu of $100,000 
bail by 34th District Court 
Chief Judge Tina Brooks 
Green. A preliminary hearing 
is slated for Feb. 7 before 
Green. 

Thomas also was charged 
with four felony firearm 
charges in regard to the shoot¬ 
ing of an Oak Park motorist 
and numerous cars and trucks 
at the truck stop at Ecorse and 
Inkster roads in Romulus. 

A pair of earlier related 
shootings also were reported 
in Inkster only minutes before 


the truck stop shootout 

Wounded was Martez Bon¬ 
ner, 20, of Oak Park, who was 
shot in the upper right arm. He 
was admitted to Annapolis 
Hospital in Wayne for several 
days following the shooting. 

Romulus police said the se¬ 
ries of shootings began outside 
an Inkster party store and cli¬ 
maxed in Romulus, with one 
motorist chasing the other 
along the way. 

Bonner reportedly was the 
driver of one of the cars. Police 
did not say definitely if 
Thomas was a passenger in the 
second auto or not. 

Participants in the inci¬ 
dents are being rather evasive 
at this time about the exact 
cause of the shootings, Ro¬ 
mulus Detective Lt. Kenneth 
Kraus revealed. 

The investigation is 
continuing.

City-council land trade awaited '

Wayne County Commis¬ 
sioner Bruce Patterson, repre¬ 
senting the 11th District, 
declares he does not know 
what is holding up the Ro¬ 
mulus- Wayne County land 
switch involving the city’s De¬ 
partment of Public Works 
property on Goddard Road, 
but he is working to eliminate 
any further delay. 

Patterson of Canton, who 
also represents Romulus, has 
been at odds with Wayne 
County Executive Edward 
McNamara over Romulus- 
Metro Airport concerns in¬ 
cluding airport noise mitiga¬ 
tion and county land 
purchases of city homes and 
businesses. 

While still an unannounced 
candidate for re-election, Pat¬ 
terson said he has heard that 


McNamara is ready to put up 
$100,000 in support of a Demo¬ 
cratic candidate to oppose him 
this fall. 

Sources close to Patterson 
believe that the first-term com¬ 
missioner will declare his can- 
didacy for re-election in 
coming weeks. 

Patterson feels that county 
and airport officials are trying 
to confuse the issues of noise 
mitigation-property purchases 
in the public’s eyes. 

What makes matters worse, 
Patterson contends, is “I can’t 
believe what they are trying. 
To blame me for catching them 
in the act. Trying to avoid com¬ 
pliance with the relief spelled 
out in Plan 150 that the resi¬ 
dents fought so hard to get and 
then accusing me of stopping 
the auction process. 

“Why McNamara is the one 
who withdrew the request for 
an auction,” Patterson said, 


while displaying a letter from 
McNamara to Wayne County - 
Commissioner Chairman 
Ricardo Solomon stating “the ' 
County Executive Office 
wishes to withdraw the (autho- *' 
rization of the director of air¬ 
ports to execute bills of sale 
for homes purchased under 
Wayne County’s noise program 
and resold on a competitive 
basis).” 

The document will be re¬ 
viewed and resubmitted at a 
future date,” McNamara’s let-'- 
ter concludes.

7 teens ready for duties

Seven dedicated teenage 
Romulus area students have 
purchased police- style uni¬ 
forms in recent months and 
joined the newly formed Ro¬ 
mulus Police Explorers pro¬ 
gram. 

“One of the key objectives of 
the Explorer program,” Youth 
Officer Jeff Luzarski revealed, 
“is to give students, who feel 
they may enter the professio¬ 
nal law enforcement field 
later in life, a chance to expe¬ 
rience police work first hand. 

“Explorers are afforded 
class and hands on instruction 
that would be very expensive 
if sought outside of the pro¬ 
gram,” Lazarski said. 

After 15 hours of community 
service the local Explorers, 
who have reached the age of 
17, will be eligible to ride 
along with certified police offi¬ 
cers in department vehicles, 
he said. 

Two of the initial seven 
members of Explorer Post 
1547, who underwent tough 
oral tests and background 

checks, were selected as 
leaders of the program. 

Bernie Gibson was named 
lieutenant in the program and 
Carla Warner was selected as 
sergeant. 

All seven of the Explorers 
have undergone First Aid and 
CPR training offered by local 
Fire Department representa¬ 
tives. 

Students can enter the pro¬ 


gram as young as 14 and must 
retire by their 21st birthday. 

The Explorers Post was for¬ 
med on Sept. 25, 1995 with the 
enthusiastic support of Police 
Chief Daryl Poe. 

Heading the professional 
staff are Lazarski, and Patrol 
Officers Rose Cooper and Mike 
St. Andre. 

Lazarski said since it is rec¬ 
ommended that each police of¬ 
ficer should be responsible for 
up to six Explorers, he feels 
that at this time the Romulus 
Explorers unit can grow to up 
to 18 members. 

The Explorers post meets 
every two weeks and the meet¬ 
ing date varies because of the 
members’ other activities, La¬ 
zarski said. Each session lasts 
about three hours. 

“You don’t have to limit 
your options to police ca¬ 
reers,” Lazarski informed the 
Explorers. Thus some have ex¬ 
pressed interest in later join¬ 
ing the Federal Bureau of 


Investigation or the State Po¬ 
lice, he said. 

They soon will be visiting 
the 34th District Court and 
others in Michigan, state crime 
labs and will be shown police 
dogs trained in narcotic dis¬ 
covery, tracking missing per¬ 
sons and attacking criminal 
elements. ~ ,r. 

The young Explorers will be 
used this spring and summer.-r 
to help with parking and other.*^' 
jobs at local festivals and gatti- T’ 
erings. 

Last fall they provided over , 
three hours of candy checks on* * - 
Halloween. Later in this £ 
school year they will do an- > 
other city-wide graffiti erad- 
ication project. 

The Explorers must sustain 
a C average or above to remain 
active with the post.

Authority 

explained 


To the editor: 

Recent meetings of the Be¬ 


lleville Downtown Develop¬ 
ment Authority (DDA) have 
shown a positive approach to 
some of the problems now fac¬ 
ing the city of Belleville. As 
such, a brief history of the Be¬ 
lleville DDA would appear ap¬ 
propriate as a background to 
some of the concerns ex¬ 
pressed at those meetings. 

The DDA in Belleville was 
established in 1985 by city or¬ 
dinance. The original life of 
the DDA was for 15 years but 
was extended to the year 2013 
in 1993. Its purpose was and is 
to “...prevent further property 
value deterioration in the 
downtown business district of 
Belleville, to eliminate the 
causes of such deterioration 
and to promote economic 
growth in the downtown busi¬ 
ness district...” 

The ordinance itself was 
based on a 1975 state law 
which relied on the recapture 
of certain property taxes un¬ 
der a Tax Increment Financ¬ 
ing Plan (TIFA). Basically the 
law allows a certain portion of 
real property taxes to be “re¬ 
captured” by the DDA from 
the city and county treasurer 
fVom taxes in the defined DDA 
area. Consequently, taxes are 
not increased unless there is 
an improvement to a particu¬ 
lar a piece of property; rather, 
they are diverted from a gen¬ 
eral use to that of a specific 
use and a specific area, i.e., 
Belleville. 

Normally, to fund a project, 
bonds are issued and sold, and 
are retired as property taxes 
become “recaptured” in the 
future. Ideally, the expendi¬ 
ture itself will result in an in¬ 


crease of the tax base for a 
particular piece of property, 
thus in a way paying for itself. 

With the restrictions im¬ 
posed upon a DDA by law, dif¬ 
ferent municipalities have 
different interpretations on 
how TIFA money may be 
spent. Indeed, the uniqueness 
of a municipality often times 
determines the priorities to 
which it applies expenditures. 
In Belleville’s case there has 
generally been a consensus 
among DDA members to target 
downtown development of de¬ 
teriorated areas. An obvious 
exception to this is the new 
subdivision on Savage Road 
which it is hoped, will indi¬ 
rectly benefit the downtown 
are through increased retail 
traffic. 


Main Street during the sum¬ 
mer, a facade program that ass¬ 
ists businesses in Belleville in 
improving the outside of their 
buildings, and the brick pro¬ 
gram which allows citizens to 
have their names inscribed on 
the bricks alongside Main 
Street. 


The Belleville DDA meets 
in city hall the third Wednes¬ 
day of every month at 7:30 p.m.

Heart-attack claims life of Glenn’s first AD

He served as a role model for all of the coaches in the area. 

The students and athletes looked upon him as a father im¬ 
age. 

And Don Domke, who was teacher, mentor and advisor to 
many of the coaches who followed him, became the first athle¬ 
tic director in the history of Westland John Glenn when the 
high school opened its doors to the students in 1964. 

Domke died Friday of an apparent heart-attack. He was 68. 

“We are all shocked around here,” said Jerry Szukaitis, the 
present AD at Glenn, who was also a member of Domke’s cross 


country and track teams at Wayne Memorial in the mid-1950. 
“No one around here wants to believe it. Although Don has 
been retired for some time, he always managed to come back to 
the school and chat with us.” 

Szukaitis said his former coach and later athletic director 
always was ready to help someone with a problem. 

“When I took over as athletic director, Don would find the 
time to talk to me and give me advise. There was no problem 
too big. His death has shocked a lot of us around here.” 

Wayne Memorial Athletic Director Bill Hawley, also one of 
Domke’s proteges, said that “Don was my coach, my mentor and 
a lifelong friend. He was a person we all looked up to.”

Hawley quarterbacked Domke’s 1956 Wayne High team that 
won the 1956 Huron-Rouge Conference championship. The 
lineup of that championship team also included such notables 
as Chuck Howton, the present Wayne High football coach, 
Floyd Carter, one-time Wayne High and now Dearborn Heights 
Crestwood’s varsity football coach, and Steve Kozar, who 
starred for Iowa and developed into an All-American. 

“Don had an indelible influence on all of our lives and on 
the those who came in contact with him.’’ 

Mike Schuette, basketball coach at Glenn, added that “Mr. 
Domke was the perfect role model for anyone going into educa¬ 
tion or coaching.” 

Domke’s two children - Heather and MacDonald - made edu¬ 
cation and coaching their careers. 

A native of Detroit where he attended Denby High School, 
Domke lettered in track and swimming. However, it was foot¬ 
ball where Domke starred and earned a scholarship to play for 
then one of the state’s premier football universities - the Uni¬ 
versity of Detroit. 

His football career was cut short by World War II. He was 
drafted into the U.S. Army where his special athletic abilities 
placed him in Special Services and coached an elite group of 
former college players to a 10-0 season. 

At the conclusion of the war, Domke attended and graduated 
from the University of Michigan where he earned a bachelor’s 
in education. He also was awarded a masters degree in admin¬ 
istration. 

Domke launched his coaching career at Wayne High in 1951 
and was named athletic director in 1958. When Glenn opened 
its doors in 1964, Domke was named AD where he spent the 
next 31 years. 

Named to the Michigan Hall of Fame, Coach Domke’s cre¬ 
dentials include 56-26-2 won-lost-tied record as coach of 
Wayne’s football teams; 98-33 - and state runnerup twice in 
baseball and he posted an incredible 106-13 as coach of 
Wayne’s track team.

New officers chosen 
for Inkster company

After several decades of 
commercial stagnation, Inks¬ 
ter seems to have found the 
formula for success. 

When quizzed about the fu¬ 
ture of Inkster, developer and 
entrepreneur Robert Penn 
says he foresees the city as 
“the showcase city of Michigan 
by the year 2000.” 

Penn and fellow members 
of the Inkster Local Develop¬ 
ment Company (ILDC) are con¬ 
fident that the city is “on the 
move, and the 1995 develop¬ 
ment is just the tip of the 
iceberg. 

Evidence of this is the new 
Inkster Town Center at Michi¬ 
gan and Inkster roads, the new 
Inkster Post Office, the Inkster 
Valley Golf Course and plans 
for new housing, additional 
shopping and housing 
rehabilitation. 

“We are realizing the plans 
which started in 1995, and the 
results will be a new and im¬ 
proved Inkster,” said financial 
consultant Iris Rice at the Jan. 
25 ILDC annual meeting. 

Rice reported that 10 loans, 
totaling $3,056, 000 were gener¬ 
ated by the ILDC from March 
to December 1995. 

“Early 1906 is scheduled to 
generate 30 new loans in and 
for the four quadrants for a to¬ 
tal of $15 million,” Rice said. 
“This loan dollar amount is 
tentative and is projected to 
increase as new developments 
come along.” 

The quadrant plan has di¬ 
vided the city into four sec¬ 
tions with Michigan Avenue 


and Inkster Road as the divi¬ 
sions. Each quadrant, with 
community support and partic¬ 
ipation, works out its develop¬ 
ment plan through the ILDC. 

Key development plans for 
1996 include a downtown shop¬ 
ping center with 12 stores; in¬ 
dustrial park with 12 ware¬ 
houses; shopping center with 
major anchor and 10 ancillary 
stores; auto mall with seven 
service shops; shopping strip 
with three to seven stores; Ink¬ 
ster Valley Golf Course Club¬ 
house; remodeling of township 
hall for office use and 90 to 100 
unit multi-family dwellings 
plus modular homes from 
$77,000 to $115,000 and rebuilt 
homes from $25,000 to $35,000. 

“We are seeing what work¬ 
ing together collectively can 
accomplish,” said Penn. “By 
working together, we can make 
Inkster the city that we want it 
to be.” 

Penn said education is an 
important part of the future of 
the city. 

“Young families will not 
locate in a community with a 
poor school district, so we 
must continue to press the dis¬ 
trict to be the best that it can 
be,” Penn said, noting that Ink¬ 
ster School Superintendent 
Dr. Terrel LeCesne is aware of 
the challenge. 

“When I attended school in 
Inkster, we had 10,000 young¬ 
sters in the district. Now there 
are 2,200, and the city is served 
by four districts - Westwood, 
Wayne-Westland, Taylor and 
Inkster. That means that there 
is a lot of duplication of ser¬ 
vices,” Penn said, adding that 
he would like to see all of the

students in the city served by 
its own school district. 

Penn also sees a need for 
more family housing units. 

“There is a pride in owner¬ 
ship that is not there in rental 
units,” Penn said. “We need to 
develop more private housing 
in Inkster.” 

The need for cooperation 
was dramatically presented by 
Downtown Development Au¬ 
thority (DDA) Chairman Ter¬ 
rence Harder when he tore a 
$50 bill in four pieces, handing 
pieces to a businessman, an 
ILDC member, Councilwoman 
Wanda Harris-Foster and a lo¬ 
cal banker. 

Harder asked, “What do you 
have?” 

When each responded that 
his or her fragment of the bill 
was worthless, Harder pointed 
out that the cooperation of all 
- business, ILDC, the city ad¬ 
ministration and the financial 
institutions - were necessary 
for the successful develop¬ 
ment of Inkster. 

“By summer time, this

(Michigan Avenue area) will be 
a construction zone,” Harder 
told the ILDC members. “I 
hope everyone here is incon¬ 
venienced by the construction, 
because that will mean that 
there is development in 
Inkster.” 

Harder said he has been ap¬ 
proached by two national re- 
tailers about possible 
locations in Inkster. 

“Detroit isn’t getting atten¬ 
tion from national retailers 
like that,” Harder said. 

Harder blamed the decades 
of commercial stagnation on 
the lack of support from the 
community. Now, through the 
ILDCs, “we’ve got the people 
involved and we’re ready to fix 
our own problems,” Harder 
told the ILDC members. 


Harder credits State Repre¬ 
sentative Tom Kelly with 
showing him how the Down¬ 
town Development Authority 
and the Land Development 
Company could revitalize the 
city. 


Officials seek settlement on transportation 


With $77 million in local 
road building and mainte¬ 
nance funds at stake, regional 
officials have decided to nego¬ 
tiate with the Michigan De¬ 
partment of Transportation 


(MDOT) over its proposed di¬ 
version of funds previously al¬ 
located to local transportation 
projects in Southeast 
Michigan. 

Refusal to accept the MDOT 



proposals presented would 
have deadlocked transporta¬ 
tion funding, stopping $827 
million of road projects in the 
region.

Girlstown offers second chance, security for neglected youths

It’s a place where young wo¬ 
men can go to find security, a 
sense of belonging and self¬ 
esteem. 

Girlstown Foundation in 
Belleville provides a haven for 
individuals who may have 
been sexually assaulted, emo¬ 
tionally abused or have prob 
1 e m s with their living 
conditions at home. 

For more than 35 years Girl 
stown has been a second fam 
ily for area girls 12 to 18 years 
old. The youths who benefit 
from the many programs of the 
Foundation can’t say enough 
about how their lives have im 
proved from the experience. 

“I’ve been at Girlstown for 
three months,” said Shannon 
(all last names of girls at the 
Foundation cannot be re 
leased for protection reasons). 
“I’m working my way in to the 
SIO (Supervised Independent 
Living) program. I not moving 
back to my house because of 
my mom. We don’t get along.” 

Shannon’s difficulty with re¬ 
lating to her mother is not 
unique. Many young girls find 
their home situation un¬ 
healthy for many reasons in¬ 
cluding a divorce in the family 
with the mother’s boyfriend 
living in the home or drugs and 
alcohol abuse disrupting the 
household. 

Patricia Riviera, assistant 
director of Girlstown Founda¬ 
tion in Belleville, said Girls 
town was initially developed 
in response to the needs of 
children who are no longer 
able to live with their family or 
have no family to take care of 
them. 

“One of our primary funding 
sources is the General Federa 
tion of Women’s Club of Michi¬ 
gan (GFWCM).” said Riviera. 
“These women have a major 
commitment to the girls in our 
program. They have had a lot 
to do with the continuation 
and success of the program.” 

Girlstown Foundation is a 
private, non-profit agency that 
operates child caring and 
child placing programs for 
young girls. 

The Foundation operates 
five separate programs at the 
three separate sites in Be¬ 
lleville. Founded in 1958 by 
the GFWCM, the Girlstown 
philosophy focuses attention 
on individual growth, change 
and development. 

“We are a very small group 
here,” said Riviera. “We only 
have 35 staff members and 30 
some children in the whole 
agency, and that is with major 
expansion most recently with 
the Foster Care and Indepen 
dent Living programs. 

“Originally Girlstown con¬ 
sisted solely of the Loch Rio 
program which is still our ma¬ 
jor program,” she added. “It is 
our largest residential facility. 
It now houses 14 girls, and it 
originally held 10.” 

Loch Rio provides residen¬ 
tial care for adolescent fe¬ 
males. By being part of a group 
of 14, the girls experience a 
wide variety of relationships 
and cultures. 

Cooperatively the girls 
learn to work out difficulties 
in many situations. Each girl is 
able to learn and benefit from 
the other girls experiences 
and backgrounds. 

Each problematic situation 
brought to resolution by group 
problem solving results in in¬ 
creased strength and insight. 
The girls become a family and 
a team. 

Riviera said the girls are re¬ 
ferred to the Foundation gen¬ 
erally by the Department of 
Social Services or a mental 
health facility. 

“Primarily for funding pur¬ 
poses we do not take any pri¬ 
vate referrals,” said Riviera. 
“A school could make a refer¬ 
ral if they have witnessed 
abuse or neglect. A lot of times 
we have girls come to Girls¬ 
town because of truancy or ne¬ 
glect. Parents will report 
children who they can’t man¬ 
age.” 

When a young worpen en¬ 
ters Girlstown, an individual 
treatment program is devel¬ 
oped to cater to the needs of 
the girl, according to Riviera. 

The various programs of¬ 
fered by Girlstown include: 
Loch Rio; Transitional Treat¬ 
ment Facility; Therapy and 
Counseling; Aftercare; Super¬ 
vised Independent Living;

Residential Milieu; and Foster 
Care. 

With the Residential pro¬ 
gram a Girlstown youth will 
get up in the morning anytime 
between 6 a.m. and 7 a.m. The 
first item on the agenda is 
breakfast and preparation for 
school. 

“All of the girls go to a pub¬ 
lic school,” said Riviera. “They 
are in school all day. They 
come home from school and 
have a snack. There is a study 
hour from 3:45 p.m. to 4:45 p.m. 
The girls have dinner and then 
usually there is some kind of 


an activity or speaker. 

“With our Loch Rio pro¬ 
gram, because it is for our 
most needy children, there is 
not a minute of their day that 
they are not focused in some 
direction. They receive points 
or lose points depending on 
what they do with an individ¬ 
ual activity.” 

Transitional Living is an al 
ternative placement program 
designed to serve older girls 16 
to 18 years old who need to 
learn responsibility for their 
own lives. 

The program, through its 
four phases, enables the girls 
to develop independence in 
the security of a supportive, 
homelike environment 

The phases assist the girls 
in developing necessary living 
skills and empowering them 
with knowledge and experi 


ence in the world around 
them. 

The program provides an in 
timate opportunity for four 
youths to reach their potential 
and a positive future, accord 
ing to Riviera. 

Professional therapy is of¬ 
fered by experienced and sen¬ 
sitive clinical staff. 

The treatment plan is devel 
oped based on each individ 
uals unique needs. 

Behavioral intervention is 
the basis of the therapeutic 
contract through which the 
girls earn privileges by work 
ing on and achieving particu 
lar goals. 

Just how successful are the 
programs? Riviera said Girls¬ 
town received a 95 to 97 per-

cent success rate last year. 

Kashaun Collier, Girlstown 
Foster Care training coordina¬ 
tor, said she enjoys helping the 
girls overcome their obstacles 
and treats them as if they were 
part of her family. 

“One of the main problems 
found among many of the girls 
that come here is they have 
been abused,” said Collier. “I 
would say 95 percent of these 
girls have been abused mainly 
by family members which 
could include physical or emo¬ 
tional abuse by the parents or 
extended family members.” 

Perhaps one of the most 
beneficial aspects of the var¬ 
ious Girlstown programs in¬ 
volves group sessions with the 
young women sharing their ex¬ 
periences and problems. 

“They have group meetings 
throughout the day and var¬ 
ious activities they do to¬ 
gether,” said Maria 
Panagiotides, case manager/ 
licensing worker for Girlstown 
Foundation. 

What has been the best suc¬ 
cess story at Girlstown in the 
last decade? 

“We had a client who was 
actually in the program long 
before I joined the Founda¬ 


tion,” said Riviera said. “She 
came back at our last 
Christmas party and spoke to 
the girls at the party. She was 
in the Loch Rio program but is 
now in her 20s and has a family 
and maintains a career. 

“She told the girls that her 
experience with the Girlstown 
Foundation made a tremen¬ 
dous impact on her life.” 

There are, however, a few 
cases where the girls who ar¬ 
rive at Girlstown are not suc¬ 
cessful with the programs. 

“One of my children got in a 
fight with her foster parents’ 
sister,” said Panagiotides said. 
“Her foster mother’s sister 
didn’t like staying there. She 
wanted to go to a mental hospi¬ 
tal to get out of there. But, the 
same day she found out she 
was pregnant so she ended up 
getting discharged from our 
program. 

“She is 18 and is now living 
with her aunt.” 

For a young woman like Jo, 
however, who is a 16-year-old 
currently attending Girlstown, 
she said the Foundation pro¬ 
grams have changed her life 
forever for the better. 

“You learn many indepen¬ 
dent skills,” said Jo. “You have 
a lot of responsibility, and they 
leave it up to you here to meet 
those expectations.

Celebrated jazz saxophonist 
Joshua Redman will be per¬ 
forming with his quintet in 
Eastern Michigan University’s

The son of noted saxopho¬ 
nist Dewey Redman, his rise to 
the top has been meteoric. In 
1992, he took first prize in the 
Thelonius Monk Institute of 
Jazz saxophone competition. 

At the time he won the com¬ 
petition, the musician had just 
completed a bachelor of arts 
in social science at Harvard 
University. 

In addition, he had recently 
been accepted into the Yale 
Law School where he was 
planning to pursue a law 
degree.

He is considered by many to 
be one of the leaders of the 
next generation of jazz 
traditionalists. 

Redman’s Grammy nomi¬ 
nated debut album Joshua Red¬ 
man and his follow-up effort 
Wish both released in 1993, 
have together sold more than 
200,000 unit worldwide.

SEMCOG stresses cooperation of governments at all levels

While each municipality 
and government unit has its 
own function, there is a benefit 
in cooperative actions and 
planning to avoid duplication 
of services and needless ex¬ 
penditures. 

The Southeastern Michigan 
Council of Governments (SEM¬ 
COG) is a voluntary association 
of governmental units in 
Wayne, Washtenaw, Monroe, 
Oakland, Livingston, Macomb 
and St. Clair counties with two 
primary functions: planning 
on issues that extend beyond 
individual boundaries and in¬ 
tergovernmental relations in 
cooperation with local, state 
and federal agencies. 

Local representatives see 
SEMCOG as a vital coordinat¬ 
ing unit for southeastern Mich¬ 
igan. 

“SEMCOG is doing an exem¬ 
plary job keeping the govern¬ 
ment advised and updated on 
events concerning the popu¬ 
lous and governing agencies. 
They are also helping different 


municipalities stay on a 
planned attack on community 
interests and helping munici¬ 
palities with sewage, drainage 
and water. We also need to 
make sure mapping programs 
are up-to-date with no redun¬ 
dancies,” said Arness Cox, 
Sumpter Township trustee and 
SEMCOG representative. 

Arness outlined the ways 
SEMCOG has helped Sumpter 
Township. 

“Through the planning pro¬ 
cess, we have used guidance 
and expertise in planning the 
sewers, drains and water map¬ 
ping. Our brochures are paid 
for by taxpayers. Through 
SEMCOG, we are assured that 
everything is up-to-date. They 
are cross-referenced with com¬ 
munities and agencies, and 
they are the best we can hope 

for,” said Cox. 

“1 think the overall eco¬ 
nomic climate within the 
whole region and how they 
work together is its main 
focus,” said Elaine Kirchgat- 
ter, Canton Township trustee 
and SEMCOG representative. 
“It’s probably going to be the

focus in terms of what happens 
in the next decade.” 

Kirchgatter also finds SEM¬ 
COG valuable as an informa¬ 
tion source. 

“They have lots of demo¬ 
graphic information that’s 
available to the staff that 
makes us better informed and 
helps us realize we’re just one 
part of a piece of pie - not a 
community unto ourselves,” 
Kirchgatter said. 

SEMCOG’s planning activ¬ 
ities include the adoption of

regional wide plans and poli¬ 
cies in the areas of transporta¬ 
tion, community and economic 
development, water and air 
quality, solid waste disposal, 
sewage treatment, storm 
drainage and other environ¬ 
mental concerns as well as 
public safety and land use. 

It also maintains the re¬ 
gion’s most extensive data 
base for planning and for eco¬ 
nomic development work. 
SEMCOG is a depository for all 
U.S. Census data as well as the 


great volume of data gener¬ 
ated in various planning activ¬ 
ities. 

Revenue comes from three 
principal sources: federal 
grants and contracts, state 
grants and membership fees. 
Its current $8.7 million budget 
includes $5 million from state 
administered federal grants, 
$1.1 million from federal/state 
administration pass through 
funds, $1.7 million, local 
matching contributions, 
$175,322 in local contributions 
and $361,943 in other revenue. 

In a recent report, SEMCOG 
Executive Director John Am- 
berger said, “Since its found¬ 
ing days in 1968, SEMCOG has 
been in the middle of the 
struggle of providing good 
roads for the driving public 
while at the same time under¬ 
standing changes in roadway 
needs. 

“It is my hope that during 
the next 100 years our region 
will reman the heart of the au¬ 
tomobile industry and con¬ 
tinue contributing new ideas 
on how to integrate this won¬ 
derful machine into our soci¬ 


ety,” said Armberger. 

Chairperson Joan Buser 
noted the SEMCOG activities 
to improve roads and public 
transit, which include: 

• Three-year Transportation 
Improvement Program, includ¬ 
ing $2.1 billion worth of im¬ 
provements 

• Implemented the Ozone 
Action! program 

• Analyzed road and public 

transportation needs and traf¬ 
fic crash data, initiated Cour¬ 
tesy Patrol Program and 
reduced travel demand 
through continuing car and 
van pools. .. 

SEMCOG performs a major 
role in assisting Southeast : 
Michigan in addressing criti¬ 
cal transportation needs, .: 
Buser said. The role of local 
elected officials in making 'c. 
critical decisions in an impor¬ 
tant element of the Intermodal 
Surface Transportation Effi¬ 
ciency Act (ISTEA) and in- > 
sures that transportation ! 
decision are most responsive 
to the transportation needs of ' 
Southeast Michigan, Buser 
concluded.
